A close association with this work for a number of years 
both as teacher in different departments of the work, and as Suporintende , 
ent of the system, during its most pronounced development, and supple- 
mented by a tern or four years as President of the Board of Education, 
have afforded unusual opportunities for observation, and for the colloot- 
ion of statistics adequate to insure a fair view of the situation. 1% 
will ba the aim of this undertaking to iecord, and to soma extant inter- 
pret, the educational movements of the city fron the firet unsteady be- 
ginnings to the close of the year 1916; and to catch, if may be, a flash 
light picture of the present, (1924), without in any way interruptin the 
onward trend of affairs, and the poscibilities of further future develop- 

j nent. A system of schools has almost imperceptible beginning; a progresa 
M measured chisíly by the foreaignt and energy of its officers and advocate 
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n ; and a perfection, at last, to correspond measureably in proportion to 
T- the needs of the oousunity,.

CHAPTER I. 


EDUCATIONAL BEGINNING, 


"On the Banks oí the Wabash." 


The instinct of the race is to strive after the best things. “This 
principle has found ample illustration in the many phases of life within 
the beautiful *abash Valley. 


First, the mound builders lett their usual records of civilization 
throughout this region. The Iniians, in turn, paddled their light canoes 
upon the river's placid bosom, hunted game along its winding course, and 
fought here their last desperate battle with the whites before retreating 
beyond the Mississiopi. French fur traders established military costs 
upon and down the Q2udache fully = hundred years before the founding of 
Terre Haute, in order to protect themselves against the encroachments of 
the British--grew rich by reason of an extensive business, nerceptibly 
demornlized the Indians by shrewd trading an? bad whiskey, and conferred 
the name of kish upon this attractive and cherished snot. Very old 
maps shor thet, in 22, the boundary line between Canada and Louisiana 
crossed the Wabash river "at a place called Terre Haute." A French wolony 
is said to have been established in the locality, probably prior to 1727; 
but since it was not an officiel post. its existence is not a matter of 
public record. 


In course of time, “the struggle between the French and the Inglish 
culminated in what is known as the French and Indian War, et the close of 
which, by the treaty of Paris, in 1763, this region was ceded to Great 
Britsin." 


Again, in 1779, Februery 34th, Colonel George Rogers Clark marched 
hither to redeem this entire region from British oppression and Indiana 
depredations, made possible only through this strange alliance. The 
beginning of the end of this memorable campaign came, when "Governor 
Hag@i%on, 79 regulars, and 100,000 pounds sterling were captured at Fort 
Vincent. 


At the close of the Revolution, 1n 1781, and by trety two years later 
all disputed territory from the Atlantic ocean to the Mississippi river 
was abandoned by the British government, and, in 1784, the natural water 
way from the Lakes on the north to the Gulf on the sourth, and the rich 
territory in contiguity thereto, became a most valuable acquisition to 
the Gensral Government through cessions by several of the colonies, prine 
cioally that of Virginia. 


Almost immediately thereafter, the United States began to treat 
with the Indians for the pursose of acquiring their titles to the lands 
of this region. George Rogers, Clark, Governor St. Clair, and General 
Anthony Wayne were entrusted with this mission chiefly; and a vise adminis- 
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tration of the affairs of the new pane ano one was vouchsafed through the 
cslebrated ordinance of 17:7, 


The impetus given to esisration by reason of this unique legislation 
and the rapidly inoreasing knowledge of the vast resources and vossibili. 
ties of the Northwest Territory became a matter of wonder. As early as 
May 10, 1800, Indiana Territory was organized, and General William Henry 
Harrison aopointed Governor and Superintendent of Indian affairs. 


On Sept. 30th, 1809, General Harrison consiudeã a treaty with the 
Miamis, Delawares, vacas, Potawettaules and other Indians, by which near“ 
ly three million acres of land along the Tabash were released to the 
United States. 


The northern boundary of this tract, commencing a few miles west of 
tha Wabasi river, ran south=easterly, crossiug the river near mouth 
of Raccoon Creek, to the White river in Jackson county, Dücisns This ia | 
sometiwes called the "ten o'clock line." 


Governor Harrison's official correspondence at this tine shows that | 
he was greatiy impressed with the beauty oi these prairies, so accessible 
by means of the river; and this "ten o'clock line" was a shrewd scheme of 
this valuable territory for the United States. 


The Indians very soon became thorovghly restive under the existing 
conditions of their land tenure, largely by reason of this last treaty; 
and were aroused to the point of resistance. “er was imminent. The warne 
ings of Chief Tecumseh and his brother, the Prophet, that "their possesse 
ions on the Wabash, and the Illinois, were being taken irom them" added 
strength and fury to the insurrection. In Fuly, 1811, General Harrison 
decided it to be necessary to call for troops, and immediately took the 
field to conquer peace. He passed through the future Terre Haute, on 
his way up the Yasash valley, on the 3rd of October. The next morning 
at sunrise Fort Harrison was laid out and begun, and was completed on 
the 28th of the same month. Harrison having gerrisoned the fort. named 
in his honor through the petition of all of the officers of his journey 
with the remainder of his force; and in due course of time fought the fame 
ous battle of Tippecanoe., Nearly e year later, Sept. 4, 1812, tho battle 
of Fort Harrison was fought under the command of Captain Zachary Taylor, 
afterwerds General of the army end President of the United States. This 
and other engagements with the Indians in this immediate vicinity were 
renderad more desperate by reason of the conflict just then assuming sere 
ious proportione between this country and Great Britian— the Indians 
receiving no little encourageuent in the commission of outrages from that 
source. The close of Indian hostilities in this region may be approximate: 
lyfixed at 1818, and the abandonment of Fort Harrison as a military post 
took place in the year 1832. 


On the 7th of May, 1784, Congress enacted a law which provided for 
a survey of the government lands into townsiips six miles square. These 
were to be further divided into 36 secthons, each of which should be as 
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nearly as possible one mile square, and containing 640 acres. The lands 
which vere afterwards included in Vigo County were laid out in the years 
1614-15-16, and sales of soms of tne same Were mado at Vincones, Bepten- 
bez 13th and 14th, 1815.

of Fort Harrison. The interest of Abraham Markle was transferred a 
little later to Dr. Eleazar Aspinwall, whose name appears in the patent 
for the lands mentioned, and to Eliakim Orosby and Messrs. Harlow and 
Trinble.

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The original torn plat wae bounded on the norty by Eagle street, on 
the east by 5th street, on the south by Swan street and on the west by 
Water street, comprising about 125 acree, It was divided into 35 blocks 
of equal dimensions, one of which was designed for a public Square, onte 
fourth of another for a church, and one fourth of another “reserved for a 
Seminary," 


Terre Haute at first belonged to Knox county, and later te Sullivan; 
but the legislature of the State heving passed” an act for the formation 
of a ner county of! the County of Sullivan," Figo County was organized by 
an act of the State legislature on the first Monday 1n December. 1817, 
Governor Jennings signing the bill. January 21st, 1818, ancther corporate 
ion was established accordingly, and named in honor of Colonel Francis 
Vigo-- "the Spanish merchant whose liberality anc enterprise had made 
Olerk!'s ooncuest possible," 


The recently appointed county commissioners set out immediately to 
locate tho seat of justice for the corporation. 


They readily accepted the very. favorebly terms cffered by "The 
Terre Haute Company," as follows: 


"To secure the County seat at Terré Haute, the proprietors of the 
town added 5 blocks on the south to the original town, making Oak strest 
the southern bouniary, and conveyed to the County 70 town lots, besides 
the public square, equal to 8 lots, and in addition, paid the County 
94,000.00 in cash." In 1821, the "Terre Haute Company" extended the tom 
to include the whole of the east fractional sections 21 and 28, about 
875 acres. It may be mentioned in passing that additions have since been 
made to the original plat from time to time, until now the city vovess 
an area of approiuntely 5,900 &cres. 


Approaching more nearly and more directly the matter in band, it is 
only fair to mention the fact that better and fuller accounts of almost 
every other line of activity are shown in the esrly histories and records 
of the city than of the schools. May not an enthusiast, then be permitted 
to emphasize eeoh available detail of educational information in the 
hope of bringing this important feature of every successfully organized 
community up to its proper plane of influence in the body politic? 


The endeavor of one generation of men is largly an index o? the 
results of the next. And while the recital of the educational efforts 
of Terre Haute may disclose no new principle in the progress of mankind, 
there will doubtless become monifest, as the narrative proceeds. some 
peouliarities of the poineers, modified by their envireonment,--— the 
logioal outcome of all their strivings-- the topical local coloring that 
the present life of the community exhibits or reveals. The various 
undertakings of.these pioneers to insure their children at least the 
rudiments of an education my differ somewhat in their details from 
that of other communities, end bein freighted with a personal interest 
to their descendants, will justify the gatiering up and placing in order, 
in avaible and permenent form, the fragments of the educational history of 


those days. 


The men who founded Terre Haute were of more than ordinary educate 
ion and r#finement,= men of decided character and convictions eager 
to be identified with every worthy movement. They were physicians, 
attorneys, ministers, teachers, merchants, and fermere e men of heroic 
mould, well realising the privatione end perseverance necessery to the 
founding of a desirable community in the new country. 


They were hardy, brave and sincere. They vere wen of affairs, and 
with very definite aire in view - not mere adventurers ready to follow 
any and every scheme in the hope of geining some easy success, oF doubts 
ful advantage. The older communities of the East and South hed given 
of their best citizens to found this new settlement. Néw York, New 
Jersey, Vermont and Connecticut, Virginia, North Carolina and Tennessee, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and Kentucky, e these were some cf the States from 
which the euigrants hailed. They came hither guided by reliable ine 
formation zs to what they would find upon their arrival, what advantages 
were assured, and what obstacles were to be cversonee some relying upon 
the accounts given by the soldiers returning from the Incian wars along 
the Wabash, ang others voyeging thither for a personal inspeotion before 
trusting their failice to the conditions surrounding the new settlement. 


Justice in the treatment of the difficulties to be oversoue in the 
successful establishment of a system of public schools for this city, 
and the State as well, requires a fov further words upon the osculiaritiss 
of the first cettlers. Two distinct classes of people came to Terre 
Haute in the beginning. Tho come may be said of the States The National 
roed = which is the Va sch avenue of this city = roughly úesiszneted the 
emigretion from Dev England from that of the South land. These two 
civilisations practically came together along a central line running 
alightly below the riddle of the “tate from east to weet. Ths colonists 
of both classes were shrowd and intelligent men strongly in favor of 
education, but differing widely in the kind most needed, and in tho plans 
for securing it for their childre. In consequence, there wae much dis» 
eussicn upon the ewWject, and more or lese of disagramdant, which took 
years to settle satisfactorily. 


But a great change in the political and social conditions of thé 
State, fully insured about the close of the Civil War, had no little 
influence in moulding the very liberal and unique school law of 1665, 
from which has followed most hapoy results. 


The time of the coming of the very first oboneers, with the thought 
of remaining permanently, is a matter of some uncertainty, but may be d 
conservatively stated at 1810. Some one hes estimated that from this : 
date until 1815, "there were not to exceed twenty-five actual settlers 
in What was aftervards Vigo county." However this may be, it is certain 
that there was no lack of ney comers from and after the latter date. 
They came down the Wabash by what wes called 'the French routej* they 
came across the county on horseback and in emigrant wagons; they came 
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down the Ohio and up the Wabash = "poling their way at the rate of about 
six miles 2 doy." 


The security and advantages voucheafed by state sovereignty came too 
late in the year 1818 to insure a large influx of people to this region, 
and while 181? witnessed only two cabins whooly completed, it has been 
called a "year of preperation;*® and home building and migration hither 
proceeded more rapidly and satisfactorily from this time forward. The 
progres? of the town was rendered more sure by its designotion as a 
county seat in 1818; and the beginning of ihe erection of the Court 
house in 1822, with the $4,000 received from "The Terre Haute Company,” 
gave further evidence of permanence to the settlement. The completion 
of this building in 1826 wes rade the ocasion of general rejoicing, and 
accented as evidence of a fully established anc celfyoverning communtiy. 
Within the next three years, during tne month of October, 1829, Charles 
T. Noble took the census of Terre Haute, ond found therein "ninety-five 
families and five hundred and seventyenine inhabitants." These numbers 
were increased against August, 1825, to "one hundre eighty-three families 
and one thousand and two hundred peoplo.

Born September 7, 1379 at 1027 Poplar Strect, Terre Haute, Indiana. 
Enterad the 6th Vard Sehool September 14, 1945. Miss Sally Vard primary 
teacher (half-dsy at start). Miss Furdy seems to have been principal, Tho 
class prodecding ours måøt have had most brilliant pupils. Our teachers at 
old second ward told about then from day to day. Apparently they were too 
smart, to inspire any effort to eclipse them on our rart. 

Vent to Bellaire, Ohio with mrents and little sister in April 1937. 
Moved baci: to Terre Nauto in July 1338. Went to old second ward for about 
30 days and then through the Fourth grade and Fifth grade under Miss Elizabeth 
Solomon av tie old Gch ward, 

The family then moved to 401 South 3th street and onterod while there 
the 2nd ward, then I completed 6th grade under Miss Walsh (who married Prof, 
Crowley and was still living when I last heard). Then the seventh grade under 
Miss Nersey who hed taught my uncle Charley Stakemn (who died in the army of 
the north early in the civil war), Miss Horsey had taught a class of children 
in New England when she was nine years old. Sho died during the year while 
I was in her class. Miss Emma MeTagrert took over and finished tho year-— 
she started her teaching career in our class. 

Miss Jennie Farnham ws my eighth grade teacher. Four years in Terre Eaute 
High School began in September 1393, and graduation came in Juno 1397. Professor 
Wyeth was Frinoipal, and during our years Professor C.C. Meek took his place. 
Among teachers I romenbor particularly Professor Blachley (Physiology) Professor 
Schofield; Grosjenn was my first teacher of Chemistry and I had a table in ny 


roon (a playful gesture) at hone. Miss Rebecea Tornor vas my German teacher.

Miss Messnore, History; Mr. Morgah, Geometry; Miss Sarah Scott, Algebra. 

Miss Grover, (a contemporary of Isa Hersey) Literature. I pay tribute to 

Miss Freenan for a years course in Rhetoric (composition). It was a course that 
would rank with College courses in Enplish, A lot of activity included a vigorous 
Republican Sound Money Club which turned out for every parade in tho 1396, 
(McKinley) Campaign. Tho High School Mandolin and Guitar Club was vory active 
and participated in school concerts, and commencements. 

I do not recall that ir. ny days any activities wore sponsored by teachers 
or that coaches for football or any atiletie teams were furnished by the school. 
It was all student organised and controlloã, I resenber now Miss Freeman. 

It seems that the old second ward pupils went to High School most aga 
body, aad dominated the student body. At that tine it included tho pupils from 
the I. S, Normal School “rom the sixth grade én; that is the 7th and Sth grades 
except for a few living neas to the old lst ward and 4th ward (north 5th street 
between the Railroad). 

An item that may interest present day taxpayers: The Terre Iaute High School 
was built at a cost of $50,090. Except for the office wiag on the N.W. corner 
I think very few changes have beonmde in the intrinsic structure. 

The early days of the Physical Culture program say 1392-1900 waro ludicrous 
and pitiful. Professor Leper product of the German Verein typo of Calisthenios 
wae oxpected to cover the entire public school systencf Terre Haute. He pasessed 
dignity in excess but was completely lacking in inspirational leadership. 

Music, on tho other hand, under Miss Harriett Paige and Miss Lottie Longman, 
produced results which provided any interested pupil having any degree of 
aptitude, a chance to learn sight 98 in three rart harmony (up to the eighth 
grade) and four parts in the Migh School, 
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The logic of this caption may be found in the fact that 
the Terre Haute schools measurably grew up within the township sys- 
tem; and in that their just and equal share of ihe congressional 
fund w&s trasferred to the city at the time of its incorpor&tion. 

The civil township of Harrison dogs not coincide in ex- 
tent of territory with congressional township 12 N., R. 9W., nor 
did it ever do so. It was orginally laid off by the county commis- 
sioners March 12, 1818, and was approximately the middle third part 
of the county lying east of the Wabash river. The south township was 
called Honey Creek, the north one Wap&sh, and the one west of the 
river Independence. 

On the 20th of May, 1820, the line between Honey Creek and 
Harrison was altered to its present location. Again, at the August 
session of the commissioners, the north line was changed to corre- 
spond with the congressional township line. And, last, in Sept, 
1831, T. 12N., R. 8W., was organized as Lost Creek township, leav— 
ing Harrison as bounded at the present time. 

These lines make Harrison township to include only that 
part of congressional T. 12N., R. 9W., which is situated east of the 
Wabash river. 

In 1838, according to the Revised Statutes, the congres- 
sional township was made a body politic and corporate and the school 
N affairs of the several townships of the county were continued under 

the management of the commissioner, who made deede for the lands 


sold, and loaned the money for the use of the township. In 1843, 


the counties were first made liable to each separate congressional 
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township for the preservation of this fund; and, in 1845, the 
county treasurer superceded the school commissioner. Very nat- 
urally, the plan adopted for the allotment of the public lands 
occasionally worked great inequalities to the inhabitants of the 
different localities in the commonwealth. Perhaps the most daus— 
tic discussion of the subject is to be found in the report of 
State Superintendent William C. Larrabee in 1853; "In one town- 
ship," he says, "the school section happens to be valuable and 
sells for a large sum; in another, it is worthless. In one 
township, the section falls on the prairies of the Wabash, where 
the soil is richest ever shone on by the sun, or wet by the dews 
of heaven; in another, it falls in a swamp, or a lake, or ona 
rocky bluff, where six grasshoppers could not find a living. In 
one township, the fund would Support, without tax, schools 811 
the year. In another there would be very little if any fund at 
all. Such inequalities could never have been deliberately in- 
tended" This panegyric upon the fertility and resources of the 
Wabash must have been pronounced by the Superintendent immediate- 
ly after he had taken advantage of some excursion from Indianapo- 
lis to this city, at the time of the completion of the Terre 
Haute &nd Richmond Railroad in 1852. It is only fair to state, 
however, that there were certain provisions for relief from the 
conditions det forth in the last paragraph: by securing a new allot- 
ment of land in those cases where a community manifestly failed 
to secure an adequate proportion. 

And, again, it must be admitted that, so far as Vigo 
county is concerned, there is & degree of force in the Superin- 


tendents! critieism. This potter def eA 8,960 acres in the 
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grant, from the sales of which $57,221.37 were realized- quite a 
larger sum of money than that of any other county in the State, 
notwithstanding tne fact that there were a number of considerably 
larger grants, &s the natural result of certain counties having & 
greager area than Vigo. 

Among the very earliest acts of the first board of county 
commissioners— Ezra Jones , John Hamilton, and Isaac Lambert, was 
that of the "appointment of superintendents of school lands." And 
the special c&se of interest in this connection is & matter of re- 
cord in the following language; 

"March 11, 1818. 
cc cocos Ordered, that Peter Allen be and he is hereby, appointed 
superintendent of school section sixteen in township twelve north 
of range nine west", 

Again, the Board in March, 1822, ordered an election for 
the purpose of choosing a superintendent for another term. However, 
this phase of the subject need not be followed further than to say 
that as rapidly as these several sections were disposed of by the 
commissioner, the superintendents thereof passed out of office and 
power, since under the law their duties had been confined to the 
leasing and caring for the lands. 

The records of the county show that this imoortant phase 
of educational preparation was looked after by the proper auth- 
orities with a fair degree of regularity. In iater years, a change 
in the plan of doing this work was adopted for atileast one term, 
as shown by the statement that "a commissioner of school lands in 
the oounty was ordered elected in 1831." Following this, accord- 
ing to the Wabash Courier of August 16, 1832, William Wines, Esq., 


was school commissioner of the county of Vigo, and during that

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year advertised the school lands for sale. Next, May 7, 1837, 
it is noted that "Samuel W. Edmunds resigned the office of com- 
missioner of school lands, and the Board appointed Cromwell til 
Barbour to fill the vacancy." His bond seems to have been fixed 
&t $10,000, and to have been amply secured by a number of resi- 
dent freeholders. In 1842, and again in 1847, Mr. Barbour was re- 
gularly chosen to continue in this responsible office. His entire 
service covered a period of fifteen years, retiring in 1852. 
It will now be in order to introduce the reader to & new 
set of officers, still more closely allied with school education. d 
On the 17th of December, 1838, the Harrison Township Board of 
Trustees met for the purpose of dividing "Congressional Township 
12 N., R. 9 W.," into school districts. This board was composed 
of Russell Ross, John Boudinot and Elijah Leake, of whom the two 
former were present on this occasion. The business of the day 
was proceeded with and completed by naming the districts, and 
giving boundaries to the same, of which the diagram on the pre- 
ceding page will furnish avvery fair idea. 

This Township Board had the general oversight of ed- 
ucational affairs; and, upon the request of the citizens of the 
same, was authorized to appoint three trustees for each district. 
These district trustees had special charge of the schools in so far 
as they might be delegated to carry out the wishes of district 
meetings. More direct interest in this discussion is centered in 
the transactions of districts 4,5,6 and part of 7, since these com- 
prised mostiy the territory now covered by the city. However, men- 
tion is made of the transactions of some of the others for the 
sake of insuring the reader a cle@rer view of the situation. 

The first trustees of these districts were composed of 


the following gentlemen: No. 4, Zenas Smith, J.W. Hickcox and

John Britton; No.5, J.T. Moffatt, Henry Ross, and C.T. Noble; No. 
6, Henry Redford, John Sibley, and B.M. Harrison; No.7, Joseph 
Genung, Cory Barbour, and Carlton Belt. 

On the Slst of December, 1838, the citizens of the town- 
ship held an election at the Court House to decide whether "the 
money arising from the sale of the sixteenth section in Harrison 
township should be placed in the loan office, or loaned by the 
sohoollcommissioner." The names of the voters present, 27 in all, 
&re to be found in the records; and the vote was unanimous in favor 
of leaving this money in the hands of the commissioner, Mr. C.W. 
Barbour. 

The citizens of District 7 neld & meeting on the 27th 
of January, 1839, and adopted resolutions in favor of building a 
school house, taxing the land to pay for the same-non-residents at 
the same rate a residents--and "letting the job to the lowest bidder 
with due regard to the undertaker. 'Auwrtitsen report was submitted 
to those in &ttendance to the effect that there were thirty children 
in the district; and a list of the number of acres of land belong- 
ing to each person was made a matter of record. Apparently, this 
district did not &ccomplish much under the Township Board. 

It will be proper to say here that the records are large- 
ly taken up at this time with the bonds of the treasurers of the 
different districts. These bonds varied in sums from $ 50 to $1,000- 
following no particular rule apparently- the larger distriots not 
unfrequently being secured in the smaller amounts. 

A delayed report from District 2, recorded in this con- 
nection, showed 80 children belonging to the same at this time. Aside 
from this, no further mention is made of this district other than 


the occasional filing of a bond by a new treasurer- except that 
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William Vines made oath on the 10th of March, 1839, "that there 
is bn said district & school house of convenient size with suffi- 
cient light, and that it is finished and repaired eo as to render 
the teacher and pupils comfortable." 

On the 28th of May, 1839, the citizens of District 4 "re- 
solved that a public school be supported," and proceeded to plan 
for a enumeration of the children, the counting of the voters,and 
the listing of the land and lots owned by the inhabitants of the 
district. The officers further followed the law by making reports 
of the enumeration of children from year to year; 8nd quietly wait- 
ed to be incorpor&ted as a part of the future city. This movement 
resulted many years later in the building of the old Third Yard 
house. 

The patrons of District I voted a tax, February 12,1839, 
to build a house "20 feet long by 18 feet wide" on land "gifted by 
Jacob Jackson." The property of the district, at this time, was 
valued at $41,916; and there were 49 children to be educated. Then 
follows in the minutes immediately in connection therewith, but 
dated July 26, this entry; "A house is erected in the above dis- 
trict and a school therein, and has been there for 8 weeks- Isaac 
M. Dawson." 

The records next change off to District 6, on the 7th of 
May, 1839; and the penmanship and style of composition are changed 
at the same time. In other words, each district seems to have kept 
its own proceedings; and all of them in the same book, besides. 
Inis meeting passed a resolution "to rent a house at $6.90 per month 
and to open therein a six months! school." Mr John Sibley was 
appointed to take the enumeration of the school children, ant to 


assess the property. The trustees met again on the 25th instant to 


receive Mr. Sibley's report," which on examination was unanimously 


x 


rejected." Them, the same gentleman was re-appointed to do his 
work over, and to report at a future date. On the let of June, 
the trustees held a more successful meeting, than the last one, on 
the subjects of enumeration of school children and the lists for 
purposes of taxation both reports being unanimously accepted with 
the following totals; Number of children, 88; Value of property, 
$152, 402. 
At a meeting on the 28th of August, the trustees of Dis- 

trict 6 passed & number of resolutions "looking to the opening of 
a school at an early day." Henry Redford, Thomas O. Clayton, and 
William Mars, resident free holders, west, 2nd presumably a new 
board, were empowered to look up a location for a building, to- 
gether with terms on which the land for the same could be purchased. 
The first two of the above named committee, in company with Stephen 
Buckman, were to make "& draft and an estimate fór & frame house." 

District 6 was quiet now for & long time, other than 
that tbe proper officers received their share of the public school 
money from the commissioner in March and September each year. There 
was not even &ny further counting of the children between 5 and 21 
years of age until March, 1842, when the number reached 125, at a 
cost to the board of two dollars and fifty cents; and Horace Binn 
and Luther Miller came in to fill vacancies..In 1845, the number of 
voters in this district had grown to 117 and the children of school 
age to 188, when affairs educational seemed to take a new lease on 
life, as shown by the following document; 

"School District No. 6-T. 12N. RgW. Vigo Co., Indiana 
May 24, 1845. 

At an adjourned meeting of the voters of this district 


held thid day the district clerk, being present to the chair, called 


the meeting to order.

l. It was thereupon resolved that the trustees of said district 
purchage & lot &nd build & school house thereon of brick thirty-four 
(24) feet wide and fifty (50) feet long, and on vote taken the same 
was carried, ayes17 nay 1. 

2. Thereupon it was also resolved that a tax of twenty-five cants 
on the one hundred dollars of all the tazable property in said district 
be levied annually until the same is paid for- aves 17, nay 1.

This building finally came to be known as the "Sibley town 
School," on the southwest corner of Zrd and Locust streets. An oid . 
record informs us that Henry Rockwell, Calvin Gobin, and William 
Naylor were trustees of District No.6 in 1850; (Henry Rockwell, the lead- 
er in the building of the Sibleytown school, district No.6, Harrison 
township, was always helping Terre Haute along; and sending his sown 
children to the public rather than the private schools. He was a mem- 
ber of the Common Council and voted to sustain the trustees in 1869, in 
changing city superintendents of the schools) &nd managed to finish 
this house in 1851. They were duly praised for their energy in finally 
bringing to completion the best school building in the city. And, in- 
deed, this proved to be & valuable educational investment for many years 
even to the erection of the 4th district building in 1864, when it was 
sold. 

The earnestness of these men was not to be surpassed by the 


citizens of District 9, who met about this time to make arrangements 
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In the early fall of 1839, the people began to elect their 
district trustees to serve for one year. While the Tnird District 
was the last in the township to organize, it was the first one to 
follow the new law by holding an election at which, among other i- 
tems of record, there was presented the peculiar feature of a " mo- 
tion seconded by Rachel Dean," This is the first mention of a woman!s 
name as taking an active part in any of these deliberations. On the 
dame day, October 6, the voters "resolved that the trustees should 
take the school money belonging to the district and apply it in 
building a suitable school house, and it was then and there deter- 
mined that the house should be QO ft. by 24 ft. made of hewed logs 
and finished in a good and comfortable manner." 

It will save some space in this sketch,and at the same time 
insure the whole subject to be more easily comvared, by tabulating 
the enumeration of children for school purposes from this time un- 
til the separation of the city from the township by the law of 1852. 
The legal ages were 5 to 2l years, and some of these lists were made 
and filed by such well known persons as Judge S.B. Gookins and John 
Boudinot, Esq.

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The trustees for No.8, chosen July 21, 1840, called a public 
meeting for the 15th of October. The people voted unanimously to 
open a public school. The personal property of the district was val- 
ued at $4,100 and the real estate at $15,700. March 9, 1840, and again 
on the 8th of Sept. of the same year, the township beret made orders 
on the school commissioner for the amount of money and interest &oorued: 
thereon, due the congressional township, which money was transferred 
to the different districts in accordance with the law. This practice 
was repeated with only very slight variations as to dates, twice each 
year, until 1845; and then in the same manner the vouchers were drawn 
upon the county auditor until 1852. 

Sometime between Sept. 6, 1841, and Jan. 29, 1842, although 
the records are silent on the subject, there seems to have been a 
change in the township board, presumably on account of the death of 
one of its members, On the latter date, at least , James Ross, 
Elijah Leake, and John Boudinot were present at a meeting. The clerk 
of the board was directed to appear at a land sale on Jan. 31, and, if 
found necessary, Ito buyiin! a certain tract of land for $200, which 
had been mortgaged to the school commissioner. 
Mar. 5, 1842, the board drew warrants for the enumeration 
of the schoob children of the different districts ff from $2150 to 
$4.00, according to the amount of work in each case. An order for 
$20 per year from "the 12th of Feb., 1828, up to the Feb.12,1842" , 
was made in favor of the township treasurer, and $15 per year for the 
clerk for his services, both offices just then being in charge of one 
and the same person. “t this session, also, the estate of Russell 
Róss was "allowed the sum of fifteen dollars for his services as 
township trustee for three years." 


The personnel of the board was changed again on the 5th of 


SER 


March, 1845, Elijah Leake, John Boudinot, and John Bond, com- 
posing the same, The treasurer's salary was now raised to $35 
per year, which was paid regularly until 1849, when he was al- 
lowed only $30 as treasurer and Ho as clerk of the board for the 
balance of his term. 

Along through these years, the redords are largely t&ken up 
with the bonds of the different district treasurers, and their sur- 
ities, who, by the way, were generally amongst the most substan- 
tial citizens of the several communities. 

The 6th of Mar. 1851, found the township board consisting of 
Amory Kinney, "Thomas Houghton, and John Boudinot. On the 12th 
of dune, 1852, thelegislature passed an act "to form a system of 
public free schools", and within & few months Harrison township 
became forever separated in its educational plans and machinery 
from Terre Haute through the incorporation of the latter as a city. 

But really what of the schools during these changing years ? 
Very little is found in the available records, The township trea- 
surer paid over to the several districts in proportion to their 
children of school age, from Sept. 1, 1839 to Mar.l, 1851, $15, 
736.56 This money was sometimes used to secure school &ccomoda- 
tkons, and at others tb help in the payment of teachers! wages; 
but it can not now be fully determined just who were the recip- 
ients of this money, nor the proportion in each instance. The 
details in this department of the work Are strangely limited to 
the single item of one te&cher!s salary for six months school for 
District 6, beginning on the 3rd. of June, 1839. 

It will now be in place to consider somewhat in detail the 


legacy of the government to herifuture states beyond the Ohio 
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river. The school revenue in its entirety will be discussed in 
another chapter, but the congressional township fund will be noticed 
here, chiefly because of its local application, and of its great 
value ag an incentive to supplement it by special taxation. 

The ordinance of 1787- vagsed July 13th of that year- contains 
the following memorable language; "Religion, morality, and know- 
ledge, being necessary to good government and the happiness of man- 
kind, schools and the means of education shall forever be encouraged." 

Previously on the 13th of Sept., 1783, Virginia had ceded all 
of her rights to Indiana territory to the general government, and 
a deed of transfer had been made for this vast domain on the Ast 
of Maroh, 1784, signed by Thomas Jefferson, S&muel Hardy, Arthur 
Lee, &nd James Monroe, All other titles were likewise speedily ex- 
tingdished. So, that at the time of the passenge of this famous 
ordinance, there was no claimant to interfer with the legislation 
of the general government affecting the northwest territory. "The 
assurance of religious freedom and the manifest friendship for 
learning might well encourage the migr&tion from the East of the 
superior people who had established or enjoyed such &dvantages in 
the cradle colonies of the seaborag! 

Immedi&tely upon the admission of Ohio to the union, "Ind- 
iana!s jurisdiction came to cover all the territory from the Ohio 
river to the Oregon country." It was during this period, in 1804, 
that the Gongresasof the United States provided for the sale of 
the public lands in the northwest territory; and that act specifi- 
cally reserved the 16th section of each township for the support of 
schools. In due course of time- during the years of 1814-15-16, the 


public lands in this region were surveyed by the government; and 
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by an actsof Congress of the U.S., approved April 19, 1816, it 
was determined, amongst other things, "That the following pro- 
position be and the same is hereby offered to the convention of 
the territory of Indiana, when formed, for their free acceptance 
or rejection which, if accepted by the convention, shall be ob- 
ligatory upon the United States. 

1. That the section numbered sixteen in every towhship, and 
when such section has been sold, granted or disposed of, other 
lands, equivalent thereto, and most contiguous to the s&me, shall 
be granted to the inhabitants of such township for the use of 
Schools." 

Tnis proposition was accepted June 10, 1816, by the ter- 
ritorial legislature of Indiana. Under the provisions of the grant 
this land could not be sold prior to 1820. As rapidly as disposed 
of, the proceeds were to go into the congressional fund of the 
particular civil township wherein the section 16 was located, or 
divided in casé said section was in two townships, 8nd the inter- 
est thereupon used for the maintenance of schools. This whole 
matter was so carefully guarded that, amongst other precaution- 
ary measures, on Jam. 2, 1819, an act was passed by the State 
legislature to regulate the collection of tuition fees in which 
there was given this peculiar provision: "No allowance shall be 
made for any scholar who is learning any other than the English 
language, or who does not reside in the proper congressional town- 
Ship." 

In short, the policy of the State from the beginning 
has been to husband this fund in every legitimate way; &nd to 


safeguard it in such manner as to insure it to be available em- 


clusively for the children of each particular township in which 
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the section may have been located. Thus, it came tp pass in due 
time that "Section 16, T. 12 N., R M.," was subdivided and sold 
E according to law; and the proceeds dedicated to the cause of ed- 
^Y ucation in this congressional township forever. A good share of 
this fund is to this day controlled by the Auditor of Vigo 
county for the benefit of the Terre Haute schools. 
In the present discussion of this question, there need he 
no specubation as to what would have resulted to the system of the 
State in general, or to this city in particular, if these land 
sales had taken place at a later date. The developments and re- 
sults of the policy actually adopted constitute the vi@moose in 
view at present; and perhaps to specul&te whether the present gen- 
eration has kept even pace in the onward movement of this most im- 
portant department of human affairs with that instituted by the 
founders of the Státe and its institutions. 
Finally, then, “the Congressional Township Fund was pri- 
marily the gift of the general government to further the cause 
of free popular education, to which the State government indirect- 
ly contributed in the amount of exempted t&xes for five years upon 


all government land within the State of Indiana aot included in said 


sixteenth section, at that time held and afterwards sold by the 
general government. " In the nature of the case, there can only be 
slight additions to this fund in the future, but an honest and sage 
acious employment of this generous benefaction will multiply good 


i to the people for all time.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT. 


Trustees Public Shools : 

GENTLEMEN :-Including 212 transfers from Harrison town- 
ship, 8,348 children were entitled to school privileges during the 
past year. Of this number, 2,519 were enrolled in the different 
departments as pupils. Ninety-three of these were in the High 
School. The school session lasted ten months, and may justly 
be regarded as successful throughout. 

Some changes were made in text-books—the most important 
being the substitution of Felter's for Ray’s Series of Arithmetics. 

The tax levy for the year was fixed at 25c on each one hun- 
dred dollars of property and 50c on each poll for special school 
purposes. 

The tuition fund was received regularly through the County 
Auditor as heretofore. It was necessary to make two or three 
short loans during the year to meet current expenses, upon 
which 8 per cent. interest was paid. 

On the 18th of July, 1865, the Trustees made a vote which 
resulted in giving the teachers of the grades somewhat better 
average salaries than those received on the preceding year, as 
follows; 


**On motion, the Superintendent was authorized to employ 
two male teachers at & salary not exceeding seventy (370) dol- 
lars per month. 

“On motion of Mr. Barr, the monthly salaries of the female 
teachers in the First and Second Primary Departments were 
fixed at thirty-five ($35) dollars, and in the Intermediate and 
Grammar School, at forty (910) dollars. 

Board adjourned. A. KAUFMANN.

A piano was bought for the High School for $225, and other 
equipments added from time to time as the funds at the command 
of the Trustees permitted. 


The Trustees purchased land at the corner of Seventh and 


‘Swan streets for a school house at a cost of $1,400. 


Mr. Chauncey Rose deeded to the Trustees, free of cost, six 
building lots for common school purposes.
